fundam entally u nneutral to shift our basic n eu trality policy after 
outbreak of hostilities. 
The act as proposed by the adm inistration is 
an unneutral act constituting an actual step tow ard w ar.

The large annual loas to lifa and property on the 
farm« of America from fire each year has led the 
Agricultural Committee to inaugurate a m ovem ent 
for the inapection of every farm hom e and sur- 
roundinga during Natienal Fire Prevention W eek 
which haa long been sponsored by the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters. It is suggested that 
some mem ber of each family assume leadership in 
making the inapection and that each other member 
of the family cooperate to the best advantage. It 
will only be necessary to check the property in 
accord with the following aimple directions which 
call attention to the most common causes of farm fires:

out of reach of children and at safe distance from stoves. 
8. Electric wiring should be chec ked over by a competent 
inspector to make sure that the installation has been 
properly made. 
9. Do not leave paint- or oil-saturated rags in a heap 
where they can burst into flames from spontaneous 
ignition. 
10. Firestops of incombustible material placed between the 
studs at all floor levels are important to prevent the 
rpread of flames through hollow walls. The furnace 
room, at least, should have a ceiling of cement plaster 
on metal lath, extending across from foundation to 
foundation.

N EARLY summer, our attention 
I naturally turns to flower pictures. 
Few camera subjects are more pleas­ 
ing, and good flower pictures are not 
difficult to take, provided you ob­ 
serve a few simple rules. 
Any camera may be used for pic­ 
turing flowers, but a focusing model 
with anastigmat ffens is preferable. 
With a box camera or aet-focus fold­ 
ing camera, you will need a portrait 
attachment Slip this on your lens, 
and you can take pictures with the 
camera only about three feet from 
the subject The attachment Is also 
useful for more extreme close-ups 
with a focusing camera. 
Plain backgrounds are attractive 
in flower pictures. Use sheets of 
cardboard, white, gray, or black, 
which you can obtain inexpensively 
at most printing shops or stationery 
stores. The card is placed behind the 
flowers you select for a picture. It 
should be of the correct shade to 
afford pleasing contrast. 
Flower pictures should be taken 
during the two hours after sunrise, 
and the two hours before sunset. 
Sunlight is soft and pleasing at 
these hours, but around mid-day it is 
too harsh for pictures of delicate 
blooms. 
Use a small lens openln#ler flower 


“close-up3,” and make sure the dis­ 
tance between subject and camera 
is correct. Film of the panchromatic 
type is preferable for picturing flow­ 
ers, especially if they are brightly 
colored. You can use either a high­ 
speed “pan” film or a fine-grained 
type. The high-speed film enables 
you to make shorter exposures, 
while the fine-grained film yields en­ 
largements of superb quality. 
Exposure should he ample, rather 
than too short. With high-speed film, 
try 1/25-second shutter speed at lens 
opening f.16. With fine-grained film, 
try 1/10 second at f.ll, or 1/25 sec­ 
ond at f.8. For box-camera pictures, 
the high-Bpeed film Is preferable. 
Use a firm camera support, such as 
a box or chair, for any shutter speed 
longer than 1/25 second. 
Generally, your camera should be 
placed or held at about the level of 
the flower. Light should come from 
the side, as this emphasizes the 
shape of the bloom. Take care that 
direct light rays do not strike the 
camera lens.

John C. Fremont, noted explor­ 
er of the Rocky Mountain region, 
left St. Louis on his fourth explor­ 
ing expedition on Octboer 4, 1848, 
ninety-one years ago this week.

certnin wealthy Missourians who 
w ere interested in establishing a 
route for a central transcontin­ 
ental railroad on or near the 38* 
of north latitude. 


With a com pany of thirty-five 
men Fremont went by steam boat 
from St Louis to the present site 
of Kansas City, then 
by 
mule 
train up the Kansas river, 
and 
finally to Bent’s Fort in 
south­ 
eastern Colorado. 
Determ ined to 
carry out the wishes of his pat­ 
rons, he attem pted to cross the 
continental divide in the midst of 
winter. 
Mountain men and tra p ­ 
pers at B ent’s Fort and 
Pueblo 
failed in their efforts to discourage 
him, so finally one of their n u m ­ 
ber, “Old Bill" Williams, became 
jth e guide for the expedition. 
Leaving Pueblo late in Novem­ 
ber the company moved forward 
on foot, leading a train 
of 
120 
mules packed with 130 bushels of 
shelled corn and other 
supplies. 
As they pushed into the Sangre de 
Cristo m ountains they found the 
ground rough 
and 
treacherous, 
the snow deep an d the cold 
so 
intense that the m ercury sank into 
the bulb of the therm om eter. The 
m en’s breath froze on their faces 
until their beards and eyelashes 
w ere white and stiff 
They could 
hardly speak. 
Many of the mules 
fell in the trail and died of cold 
and exhaustion. 
It was indeed a 
w eatherbeaten caravan that em ­ 
erged from Robidoux 
Pass early 
in December and descended into 
San Louis valley, also snow -cov­ 
ered.

Few camera subjects are more pleas­ 
ing. and good flower plcturea are not 
ilitflcult to take, provided you ob­ 
serve a few simple rule*. 
Any camera may be used for pic­ 
turing flower*, but a focusing model 
with anastlgmat tbna la preferable. 
With a box camera or aet-focu* fold­ 
ing camera, you will need a portrait 
attachment. Slip this on your lens, 
and you can take pictures with the 
camera only about three feet from 
the subject The attachment la also 
useful for more extreme cloae-up* 
with a focusing camera. 
Plain backgrounds are attractive 
in flower picture*. U*e sheet* of 
cardboard, white, gray, or black, 
which you can obtain inexpensively 
at most printing ahops or stationery 
stores. The card Is placed behind the 
flowers you select for a picture. It 
should be of the correct shade to 
afford pleasing contrast. 
Flower picture* should be taken 
during the two hour* after sunrise, 
and the two hour* before sunset. 
Sunlight is soft and pleasing at 
these hours, but around mid-day it is 
loo harsh for pictures of delicate 
blooms.

"close-ups," and make sure the dis­ 
tance between subject and camera 
is correct. Film of the panchromatic 
type Is preferable for picturing flow­ 
ers, especially If they are brightly 
colored. You 'an use either a high­ 
speed "pan” film or a fine-grained 
type. The high speed film enables 
you to make shorter exposures, 
while the fine-grained film yields en­ 
largements of superb quality. 
Exposure should be ample, rather 
than too short. With high-speed film, 
try 1/26-second shutter speed at lens 
opening f.16. With fine-grained fllm, 
try 1/10 second at f.ll, or 1/25 sec­ 
ond at f.8. For box-camera pictures, 
the high-speed fllm is preferable. 
Use a Arm camera support, auch as 
a box or chair, for any shutter speed 
longer than 1/25 second.
